Ethnic Intimidation Bill 
spearheaded by Rep. Beatty. 


The cost of doing business 
as a bigotin Ohio is about to go 
up, if a bill under consideration 
in the Ohio House of Represen- 
tatives is enacted into law. S.B. 
316, called the Ethnic Intimida- 
tion Bill, increases the penal- 
ties for acts of violence, vandal- 
ism or harassment committed 
for purposes of intimidating 
people for their racial and eth- 
nic origins or religious 
affiliation. 

The bill, which passed the 
Ohio Senate in May by a vote of 
32-0, was introduced in the 
House under the sponsorship 
of State Reps. Otto Beatty Jr. 
(D-Columbus), Dean Conley 
(D-Columbus) and Judy 
Sheerer (D-Shaker Heights), 
with Beatty as the lead 
sponsor. 

‘The bill was scheduled for a 
hearing Nov. 12 before the 
House Judiciary Committee. 


Beatty, a member of that com- 
mittee, expects it to be voted’ 
out of committee and sent to 
the floor with a strong recom- 
mendation for passage. 

“Acts of violence, harass- 
ment and intimidation against 
Blacks, Jews and other racial, 
religious and ethnic groups: 
have been on the rise nationally. 
and here in Ohio,” Beatty said:- 
“We've seen cross-burnings,: 
swastikas painted on places of 
worship, cemeteries trashed, 
families driven fram their 
homes by rock-throwers, 
name-callers and vandals.” 

Beatty cited reports of inci- 
dents in Cleveland, Columbus, 
Cincinnati, Canton, Ironton 
and Toledo as examples of the 
trend the Ethnic Intimidation 
Bill is designed to reverse.

A message to Republicans 


lf the 1986 elections sent no 
other signal, they should have 
sent a clear message to Republi- 
cans: their perception as an anti- 
Black party is going to cost them 
votes. 

In five of the eight close senate 
races which Democrats won to 
regain control of the U.S. Senate, 
Black voters were the margin of 
victory. This fact is even more 
critical because, in several cases, 
the white Democratic candidates 
were almost as conservative as 
their Republican counterparts. 

What Blacks were clearly vot- 
ing.on, in these cases, was a label 
and an identity. The label: 
Republican. Tne identity: anti- 
affirmative action, anti-human 
services; anti-South African 
sanctions; anti-poor; anti-civil 
rights. 

The truth of these statements 
is not the issue At issue is the 
perception. !t.is a perception 
which has been fed by the racial 
pronouncements of men like 
Clarence Pendleton and William 
Bradford Reynolds. li has been 
fed by the appointment of anti- 
civil rights crusaders like William 
Rehnquist and Antcnin Scalia to 
key positions on the U.S. 
Supreme Court 

It has been fed, indeed, by 
Reagan himself. when he, in 
1980, called for“'states’ rights” at 
an all-white Republican bar- 
beque in Philadelphia, Miss., 
where three civil rights workers 
had been killed; when he slashed 
human services spending in 
1981; when he defended William 


Bradford Reynolds as express- 
ing Reagan's own views and 
vetoed South African sanctions 
and supported an administration 
attempt to give tax ‘breaks to 
schools that practice segrega- 
tion. 

Those highly-divisive activities 
played well when Reagan's poli- 
cies were causing a general 
prosperity. But as white voters 
turn back to Democratic candi- 
dates, the strategy of pointing 
almost-exclusively to whites and 
undermining Blacks has proved 
disastrous to Republican efforts 
to retain the Senate. And, it is 
possible, will do the same to 
Republican efforts to retain the 
presidency two years hence. 

Wise Republicans must see the 
handwriting on the wall: the over- 
tures to Blacks must be real and 
substantive to overcome a his- 
tory of such racially malignant 
actions by the Reagan adminis- 
tration. The appointment of a few 
Blacks to high positions, or the 
mere addition of a couple of 
candidates, is not enough: there 
must be aconcerted sensitvity to 
the needs of Black people, so 
Blacks will be able to feel at 
home in the Republican party. 

The message is clear. If Repub- 
licans want to be the true major- 
ity party, they must reach out to 
Blacks and other minorities with 
real, positive ideas and sensitivi- 
ties. If not, they may only be the 
majority party among whites. 
And that: won't win too many 
important elections. 


Black judges for Franklin Counts 


After the most recent judicial 
elections, there are four Franklin 
County judicial appointments 
which must be made by Gov. 
Richard F. Celeste. Two of these 
appointments are to the Franklin 
County Municipal Court; one is 
to the 10th district court of 
appeals, and a fourth is to the 
court of domestic relations. We 

i believe that two of these 
appointments should go to Black 
attorneys 

Around the state of Ohio, Gov. 
Celeste has a very strong record 
in behalf of Black judges. He has 
appointed the first Black judge in 
the Elyria municipal court, and 
Black judges in Cleveland, Cin- 
Cinnati, and other parts of the 
state. 

Such a record. however, has 
not extended to Columbus and 
Franklin County. Celeste has 
had several opportunities to 
appoint Black judges; not once 
has a Black been appointed. In 
addition, he has reappointed 
white judges after they had been 
defeated on two occasions, while 
a Black lawyer has not received 
the first appointment. 

White politicians who argue 
against Blacks for judgeships 
say that a Black candidate can- 
not be elected. If white Demo- 
crats go strictly on the basis of 
electability, then they had better 
ask Celeste not to appoint 
Democrats at al! Indeed, the 
most wipeout of Democratic 
incumbents just typifies what 
nas happened to the Celeste 
judicial appointments from the 
beginning: only one +- Franklin 

County Municipal Court Judge 
Peggy Bryant -- was elected. 


whites have traditionally been 
appointed, they should at least 
be considered first. We believe 
that two Blacks should be 
appointed for two reasons: first, 
to overcome the years of slight- 
ing that, have taken place for 
Franklin County. No Black 
Democrat has been appointed to 
a Franklin County court since 
1971, and only two since 1961. 

In addition, we believe that the 
caliber and sensitivity of justice 
inthis county would be improved 
by the addition of Black judges. 
A 1985 report showed that 
Blacks were more likely to 
receive stricter sentences, even 
with all other factors being equal, 
than their white counterparts. 
This type of judicial bigotry 
ought to be stopped, and Black 
judges would certainly help to 
stop it. 

If this is done, we believe that 
the result would be an increase in 
Black judges in Franklin County. 
We are convinced that Republi- 
cans would be willing to run 
Black candidates against those 
Black candidates, thus assuring 
an increase’ in the number of 
Blacks on the Franklin County 
bench. We think that the citizens 
of Franklin County -- particularly 
the Black citizens, who must so 
often confront the legal system 
--deserve no less from both 
parties.

November 4 was a horrific 
day in the Black Community 
and in your district, which 
comprises most of the Blacks 
in the State of Ohio. On Elec- 
tion Day, there were more 
than 78 candidates on the bal- 
lot, five of whom were Black 
candidates for judge. 

As you well know, of the 
more than 500,000 elected 
officials in the USA, only 1.3 
percent are Black. On 
November 4, we won a minor 
skirmish, but lost the big war. 
Lillian Greene a Black female, 
was elected judge of the Court 
of Common Pleas 

Judge Fred Coleman, an 
‘incumbent Judge of the Court 
of Common Pleas, Judge 
Charles W. Fleming, a candi- 
date for the Court of Appeals, 
Judge Sara J. Harper, a can- 
didate for the.Court of 
Appeals and your brother, 
Judge Carl B. Stokes, were 
soundly defeated. 

None of these Judges were 
running against each other. It 
was a serious setback for the 
Black Community. We now 
have one Black male Judge in 
Juvenile Court, two Black 
females on the Common Pleas 
Court with 0 on the Probate 
Court; 0 on Domestic Rela- 
tions Court, and, after 20 
years of service by Judge 
Charles White, deceased and 
Judge Leo Jackson on the 
Court of Appeals, 0 on the 
Court of Appeals. All of this 
with 43 Judgeships available. 

My question'to you Mr. 
Congressman is this, are you 
your brother's keeper? During 
the campaign, | heard you on 
numerous platforms, praise 
and agressively support, 
Chief Justice Frank Cele- 
breeze, who according to 
other published sources may 
be a Judge with reputed Mafia 
connections and Sherrod 
Brown, Secretary of State, an 
alleged wife abuser. 

Yet, not once, did | hear you 
or see you give your brother 
Judge Carl B. Stokes equal 
effort and praise. Perhaps you 
have forgotten that it was your 
brother'ssacrifice, labor, 
courage and commitment to 
Black people that created the 
21st Congressional District. 
That it was your brother's pol- 
itical experience that caused 
you to be elected over Coun- 
cilperson George Forbes and 
Judge George White in the 
“democratic primary" more 
than 18 years ago. 

Because of your preoccu- 
pation with self and your spe- 
cial interest, Judge Carl B. 
Stokes went down to a devas- 
tating defeat, as much adisas- 
ter for him as it shall be for 
you. | am sure the Republi- 
cans and Democrats are glee- 
fully looking at the ?1st Dis- 
trict with “Great Expectations.” 

Since thisis the day o/ suc- 
cessful negative campaign- 
ing, why not re-cycle, a candi- 
date -- any old candidate 
--and remind the people of

It appears that the Reagan 
Administration's axe is about 
to fall again -- this time on the 
American veteran. This is not 
only to say that veterans have 
not already felt the swift cuts 
made by the administration, 


since many of us are senior’ 


citizens and know the effects 
of living on fixed incomes and 
the rolls of the unemployed. 

The Reagan Administration 
is now touching the/disabled 
veteran -- another segment of 
the forgotten public. 

On October 16 of this year, 
many veterans were told by 
the Administrator of the VA 
Medical Center on Wade Park 
Avenue in Cleveland, that 
transporation provided for 
some disabled veterans will be 
discontinued. 

There are many veterans 
who come to the VA hospital 
from as far away as Sandusky 
and Mansfield, Ohio, who 
have such problems as respi- 
ratory diseases, blindness, 
kidney diseases, and ampu- 
tees. Now these veterans, who 
served this country and many 
who have war-related 
illnesses, are about to lose 
these services. 

We, the Cleveland Blinded 
Veterans, feel a need to speak 
out against this action, on 
behalf of all veterans who will 
be affected by this cut, which 
is to go into effect January 1, 
1987. Transportation will be 
denied to many who are 
already living, as many of us 
do, on a minimum income. 

The VA Administrator said 
that transportation will only 
be provided in the case of an 
emergency. Our question is: 
“If a veteran is unable to 
secure transportation to the 
hospital to receive his/her 
treatment and complications 
arise--what then?” 

We feel that this is an unreal- 
istic act on the part of the 
Reagan Administration and 
that we, along with many 
Americans, who are still 
smarting from previous cutsin 
social service ¢-rograms, that 
this is an ! economic 
genocide.

Confirmation 


Last Tuesday's election 
confirms two things: white 
racism is alive and well in 
Cuyahoga County; and Black 
people are fools in continuing 
their slavish support of all 
Democratic party candidates. 

Cleveland Municipal Court 
Judge Carl B. Stokes, the 
Democratic candidate for the 
Court of Common Pleas, led 
his Republican opponent, 
Sam Zingale, by 63,766 to 
40,224 votes in the 21 wards of 
the City of Cleveland. But 
white voters, in Democratic 
strong-holds in the suburbs, 
voted overwhelmingly for 
Stokes’ white Republican 
opponent. 

Although Zingale, a-former 
Common Pleas judge, had 
been defeated in 1981 for his 
mis-deeds on the bench, and 
recently was hauled into court 
for failing to pay his personal 
bills, white suburbanites gave 
him 180,000 votes that 
enabled Zingale to defeat 
Stokes by a total vote of 
226,982 to 147,567. 


Although Stokes was 
endorsed by every major 
organization--the Cuyahoga 
Democratic Party, the Sun 
Newspapers, the Plain Dealer, 
the Call And Post, the AFL- 
ClO, the Norman S. Minor and 
the Ohio Hispanic Bar 
Associations--he lost every 
major white suburb to, his 
Italian-American opponent. 

Stokes even lost in Brook- 
lyn, the home and political 
stronghold of Mayor John 
Coyne, the chairman of the 
Cuyahoga Democratic Party. 

Coyne has been mayor of 
Brooklyn for 37 years and 
proudly proclaims his domi- 
nance of that city’s politics. 
Yet Stokes, an endorsed 
Democrat, lost to Zingale in 
pai by a vote of 2,435 to 

54 


In fact, although Coyne was 
campaign chairman of Black 
candidate Lillian Greene's 
successful race against 
incumbent Judge Fred Guzzo, 
Greene also lost in Brooklyn 
to Guzzo by a vote of 1,711 for 
Guzzo to Greene's 1,555. 
Obviously, were it not for 
Greene's large plurality in 
Cleveland's Black wards, she 
too would have been defeated 
by the white voters of her own 
party in the suburbs.

Since Prince's ‘Purple 
Rain” and Alice Walker's novel 
and movie “The Color Pur- 
ple,” purple has risen to anew 
height in acceptance in the 
fashion industry as well as in 
the movie industry. Interest- 
ingly enough, the color has 
historically been used by 
royalty over the centuries, and 
has received a new and pro- 
found respect in this culture. 
Admittedly, however, | really 
don't know what Prince and 
Alice Walker had in mind 
when they chose purple as a 
thematic approach to their 
movies. But as purple psycho- 
logically represents a variety 
of moods, ranging from 
depression to elation, perhaps 
that's why the artists chose 
such a sublime color for their 
works. In retrospect, though, 
the leading roles in both 
movies were depicted as emo- 
tional tragedies but as divine 
providence would have it, the 
color purple once again 
reigns supreme. 


A few weeks ago, !| was 
invited by relatives to view the 
newly built edifice of the Zion 
Hill Baptist Church on Kins- 
man Road.

An explosion from a chemi- 
cal plant, Frank Enterprises, 
700 Rose Ave. damaged some 
neighboring businesses, 
houses and a church Monday 
night (Nov. 10).

self defense. 

Although the family was sur- 
prised by the notguilty verdict, 
they had talked about it and 
decided, “whatever the judge 
or jury decided we could live 
with it,” Whitfield said. 

Although she has forgiven 
Walden, Whitfield said Walden 
“needs to be reminded that she 
will be faced with a fourth trial 
and that will come in due 
season.” 

Whitfield is unwavering in 
her belief that Walden shot and 
killed her brother without rea- 
son. Whitfield said during the 
trial, “Walden couldn't look at 
me. My brother and | look so 
much alike, she couldn't look 
me in the face.” 

She said she has nothing but 
compliments for the prosecu- 
tion. They tried, but too many 
obstacles were thrown in their 
way she said. 

She said it was painful to 
hear defense attorneys perse- 
cute her brother. “You could 
attack Billy’s character but you 
couldn't touch Walden, she is 

. supposed to be lily white.” 

“They did what they had to 


do. It hurt, but we know he 
wasn't like that. Anyone who 
knew him knew he wasn't like 
that. No matter what was said it 
still doesn't change my opinion 
of my brother.” 

Wiping a tear from her eye, 
Whitfield sid, “they still can't 
change my memories. Regard- 
less of what they say, | still 
stand by the memory of my 
brother. We have good 
memories.” 

Whitfield lives with her fam- 
ily in Belen, New Mexico. The 
family moved to New Mexico in 
1974. Willian Whitfield was 
about to turn 21 years old and 
he elected to stay in Columbus, 
Whitfield said. 

Her mother, who attended 
the first trial, fell and broke her 
hip shortly before the begin- 
ning of the second trial. 
Because of her ill health, she 
asked her daughter to repre- 
sent the family at the third trial. 

After nearly seven weeks in 
Columbus, Whitfield left earlier 
this. week for home, hoping to 
be able to put the past behind. 

“I believe in let go and let 
God,” she said.

Jones does not take much 
credit for such a victory. He 


says the major reason for the , 


overhwhelming Celeste landsl- 
lide was ‘we hada tremendous 
candidate, and a strong record 
to run on. 

“Dick Celeste’s record on 
education, on transportation, 
on minority business, on 
human services was a perfect 
record to run a race.” 

He also noted that the dedi- 
cision to run a positive cam- 
paign, rather than attempting 
to respond to the negativism of 
Rhodes, was a key factor. 

But a third factor was the 
“aggressive organization of the 
field campaign,” which, Jones 
believes, helped bring out 
many Democratic voters, and 
attract independents to the 
Celeste camp. 

The county’s phone bank 
made over 50,000 calls to 
potential Celeste supporters, 
Jones said. 

Also key was the support of 


the county's Black population. 
While no final precinct results 
were available, Jones said the 
Black community's support 
was “certainly strong -- at a 
minimum 8-1." Celeste politi- 
cal organizer Arnold Pinkney 
had hoped for a Celeste vote of 
90 percent among Black 
voters, and it appears it may 
have been achieved statewide. 

Jones came to his position 
after a stint as executive direc- 
tor of the Franklin County 
Democratic party -- the only 
Black person with such a posi- 
tion in the state of Ohio, and, 
according to Jones, in the 
nation. He was previously the 
assistant executive director of 
the party, and had also been a 
legislative aide to state rep. Wil- 
liam Mallory of Cincinnati. 

However, Jones is uncertain 
about his plans for the future. 
He is interested in “whatever 
the governor decides he woud 
like for me to do,”

been adversely affected by 
economic conditions and, out 
of frustration, strike out at 
other racial or ethnic groups, 
making them scapegoats for 
larger social problems. Others 
are the acts of juveniles who 
fail to recognize the serious- 
ness of this kind of behavior,” 
Beatty theorized. 

“But whoever they are, and 
whatever their reasons, this 
new law will put the perpetra- 
tors of such acts on notice that 
such behavior will no longer be 
taken lightly in the State of 
Ohio,” the legislator said. 

The new law will increase the 
penalities fordesecration, 
vandalism, telephone harass- 
ment and verbal intimidation, 
among other offenses, when 
committed for purposes of 
ethnic intimidation. Such 
crimes are misdemeanors, 
under present law, regardless 
of motive. Under the new sta- 
tute, they will become felonies. 

The law also will make it pos- 
sible for victims of acts of eth- 
nic intimidation to sue the par- 
ents of minor children who 
commit such acts. Parents of 
juveniles found guilty of ethnic 
intimidation offenses could be 
found liable for up to $5000 in 
compensatory damages, costs 
and attorney fees. 

Beatty said he expects the 
new law to spur police agen- 
cies to pursue the investigation 
and prosecution of ethnic 
intimidationcases more 
aggressively. 

“Too frequently, we hear the 
victims of bigotry complaining 
that the police seem to take a 
casual attitude toward finding 
the quilty parties and in prose- 


. Cuting them once they've been 


identified,” said the Columbus 
legislator. “The victims and the 
perpetrators are led to believe 
that the police really don't care 
about this kind of behavior.” 

In fairness to the police, | 
think it is often true that they 
just can't invest much energy 
or resources into solving and 
prosecuting misdemeanor 
offenses, even though the acts 
themselves are quite serious. 
This law, by making ethnic 
intimidation offensesinto 
fourth degree felonies, should 
justify the police in placing this 
kind of crime high on their list 
of priorities,” Beatty said.

S.B. 316 was introduced in 
the Ohio Senate by Sens. 
Michael White and Lee |. 
Fisher, both Cleveland area 
Democrats. Sens. William 
Bowen (D-Cincinnati) and 
Richard Pfeiffer (D-Columbus) 
were among the co-sponsors. 

The bill was patterned after a 
model statute drafted by the 
Anti-Defamation League of 
B'ai B'rith. Twenty-nine other 
states have enacted similar 
laws, seven of them closely fol- 
lowing the B'nai B'rith model. 

Alan S. Katchen, of the B'nai 
B'rith regional office in 
Columbus, applauded the 
efforts of Beatty and other 
proponents of the ethnic intim- 
idation bill, and predicted that 
it will be enacted in the closing 
days of this legislative session. 

In explaining the need for 
such a law, Katchen said: “Eth- 
nic crimes generally have a 
more devastating effect upon 
the victims and upon entire 
segments of a society than do 
similar crimes committed for 
other reasons.” 

“These crimes provoke 
‘houghts of. past persecution 
and fear that such oppression 
will re-occur,” Katchen said. 
“Therefore, increasing penal- 
ties for these crimes is impor- 
tant because it furthers a 
state's interest in protecting 
the emotional and physical 
well-being of its citizens.” 

Among the orgatNzations 
which have endorsed fe eth- 
nic intimidation bill are: the 
Ohio Commission on Spanish 
Speaking Affairs, Asian/Pa- 
cific American Federation, 
Ohio Council of Churches, 
Columbus Metropolitan Area 
Church Board, Cleveland Area 
Board of Realtors, Trans- 
Cultural Family Institute, Inc., 
and NAACP branches through- 
out the state. Representatives 
of Muslim denominations have 
also expressed their support. 

“As can be seen by the broad 
spectrum of support this bill 
has received, this is not a law 
designed to serve the narrow 
interests of Jews or Blacks or 
any single group in society. 
Rather, it will help to prevent 
the fundamental values which 
have made the U.S. a leading 
light for democracy and free- 
dom in the world,” said Rep. 
Beatty.

such as the 40-minute gap 
between the time of the shoot- 
ing and the time the police 
were notified. 

The third murder trial of 
Walden began October 7. After 
previewing 41 prospective 
jurors of her peers, she 
decided her lawyers would 
plead her case before Franklin 
County Common Pleas Judge 
William T. Gillie. Why was she 
afraid to:be judged by a jury of 
her peers--both Black and 
white? Because, in her own 
words following the trial, they 
didn't “look right."" Another 
discrepancy, since Walden 
maintained that the case 
should have no racial over- 
tones. 

Credibility was a major issue 
in the trial. The telephone 
harassmentreports which 
were presented as the new evi- 
dence which won her a second 
trial, reported harassment by a 
young man having a Kentucky 
or West Virginia accent. Even 
Walden’s mother, who unco- 
vered the reports, had to admit 
that Whitfield was a well- 
spoken young man without an 
accent. 

There was. Walden’s boy- 
friend who purchased the 
shotgun only three days prior 
to the incident. There was her 
boyfriend's roommate who 
claimed to have staked out her 
apartment for three nights 
straight, without sleep, looking 
and waiting for a tall Black 
male. He never even knew 
Walden's name, but he wanted 
to protect her from all hurt, 
harm and danger. This same 
young man who, even though 
he never met Whitfield, recog- 
nized him lying face down and 
was able to tell a police detec- 
tive the area in which Williams 
lived. 

The same Whitfield who 
seemed to have had nothing 
better to do with his free time 
than to harrass and follow 
Walden around for séveral 
months, is the same Whitfield 
who scored higher than any 
Black who has ever taken the 
exam to become a police 
officer in Columbus. This is the 
same William Whitfield who 
was accused of being aggres- 
sive towards women, although 
no police reports were ever 
filed on those bizarre accusa- 
tions such as running over a 
woman's legs and forcing a 


woman to strip at a local bar. 
The “eyewitness” to these 
alleged events was supposedly 
prevented from testifying at 
earlier trials by some type of 
“code of silence” within the 
Black community. 

And then there was the tes- 
timony given by Walden's 
mother, Leona Walden, con- 
cerning the letters found in the 
apartment of Steven McCoy, 
an inmate at the Chillicothe 
Correctional Institute.

Disappointment -- areaction 
of many--had to hit hardest in 
the faces of the proseeutors, H.

Certain original pieces of evi- 
dence that were presented in 
the two previous trials were 
excluded and labeled as inad- 
missable to this trial. Evidence 
such as a note found in Willi- 
am's car, which indicated an 
invitation to Walden's apart- 
ment, and a letter in Whitfield’s 
apartment indicating a per- 
sonal relationship between he 
and Walden. These pieces of 
evidence were proven in the 
two previous trials to be very 
important factors aS to why 
Whitfield was at the apartment 
of Walden. 

Only Walden knows the full 
account of what actually hap- 
pened the night of June 10, 
1980. Walden and God, who by 
the way, will be the judge at the 
fourth trial. Yes, Linda, there 
will be another trial where a 
final verdict will be rendered. 

My family expresses sincere 
gratitude to those members of 
the community who knew Wil- 
liam and gave support 
throughout the six and a half 
year ordeal. We are happy that 
William can finally rest in 
peace and can be remembered 
the way he was--and not have 
his character attacked ever 
again.

after they were defeated in 
their attempts for election. 

Otto Beatty said, “as a Black 
lawyer who's been in practice 
20 years, it’s about time we had 
some Democratic minorities, 
especially on the Common 
Pleas Court.” 

No Black has ever sat on the 
Common Pleas Court bench in 
Franklin County. In the most 
recent election, Ohio State 
University law professor Leroy 
Pernell was defeated in his 
effort to gain a seat on the 
Common Pleas bench. 

Alex Shumate, general 
counsel to Celeste, says “the 
conern (for Black judges in 
Franklin County) has definitely 
been expressed to the gover- 
nor, and he's definitely sensi- 
tive to that concern.” There will 
be no judicial appointments 
until after the first of 1987, 
when the recently-elected 
judges will assume their new 
posts. At that time, the Demo- 
cratic party will make recom- 
mendations for judicial 
appointments. 

“We have supported and 
honored the local party pro- 
cess, and that will continue to 
be a part of the process that's 
used for judicial appoint- 
ments,” Shumate said.

“Race had 
Gillie says

The judge who finally 
declared Linda Lee Walden not 
guilty of murder in the shoot- 
ing death of Williarh Whitfield 
said “race had nothing to do 
with” either the case or his 
decision. 

Judge William T. Gillie said 
that, while the prosecution had 
“some pretty strong circum- 
stantial evidence,” they pres- 
ented insufficient evidence to 
establish that Linda Lee 
Walden murdered Whitfield, 
rather than, as she alleged, 
killed him in self-defense after 
he attempted to rape her. 

Walden was on trial for the 
third time in the shooting of 
Whitfield, which occurred 
June 10, 1980. 

Her first trial, which was 
prosecuted by former Franklin 
County Assistant prosecutor 
Al White, ended in a murder 
conviction for Walden. How- 
ever, the decision was over- 
turned, and Walden was 
granted a new trial. The second 
trial ended in a hung jury, with 
10 jurors voting for acquittal. 

Walden was quoted as say- 
ing that she “didn't like the 
looks or the attitudes of pros-

Walden, after her killing of 
Whitfield and subsequent trial, 
married attorney and physi-" 
cian David Ucker, who was 
implicated in, but found not 
guilty of, the murder of Black 
Columbus obstetrician Walter 
Bond on Halloween, 1977. 
However, Gillie said such.a 
coincidence also had no bear- 
ing on his decision. 

“A person's not a murderer if 
they’re found not guilty,” Gillie 
said, adding that he was “doing 
it legally, not making a moral 
judgment.”
